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Rollin' on the River 
2006 Memorial Day Boat Race

The Rochester Boat Race took place on Memorial 
Day, sponsored by the Rochester Fire Department. Eighty- 
four teams of paddlers took off from Grandma Hartley's 
Reservoir off Snipatuit Road in northern Rochester and 
eighty of the teams successfully braved eleven miles of 
twists and turns on the Mattapoisett River to finish at the 
Herring Weir by the Mattapoisett Chowder House. Rela- 
tively high water from the recent rains and cool breezy 
conditions led to some predictions of a very fast race. 

As racers passed through the imderpass at Wolf 
Island Road, they wound through pristine cranberry bogs. 
Shouts were heard from some racers who had lost or bro- 
ken paddles and were seeking emergency assistance. Ar- 
eas around the river had been cleared by participants and 
community members both for the event and to facilitate 
the annual herring migration. Throngs of spectators lined 
the area around the Herring Weir to welcome finishers 
after the grueling race. 

Perennial strong finishers Sean Shaw of Roch- 
ester and C.J. Hedges from Hamden, CT won the race 
in 1:50:58. This was their seventh win. Ryan and Perry 
Stopka of Rochester finished first in the parent / child divi- 
sion in 2:09:30. Hayley and Edward Bentz of Rochester

Student Survivors 
ORR Prepares for Survival Week

Seventh graders at ORR Junior High School are 

preparing for Survival Week, a rigorous and challenging 
outdoor educational program that is celebrating its 34th 
anniversary this year. The program runs from Sunday, 
June 4 through Saturday, June 10 and takes place in 
Northfield, MA near Amherst. 

ORR teacher Rory McFee has been involved with 
the program for the past 26 years and directed it for the 
past ten years. Next year Sue Wheeler, in her sixth year 
with survival, will take over as director. Ms. Wheeler is a 
highly qualified educator. Scout leader, and backpacker. 
Mr. McFee said he is lucky to have someone as qualified 
as Ms. Wheeler to take over as director. 

This year 110 students are attending Survival. 
The program lasts for seven days and six nights, said Mr. 
McFee. Students are divided into two groups. "While 
group A camps in regular tents and participates in hikes 
and outdoor educational programs at the base camp, 
group B hikes for several days over difficult and challeng- 
ing terrain," Mr. McFee said. 

"We really encourage the kids who aren't athletic 
to participate — they nught be strong psychologically 
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or artistically, or have outdoor talents" said Mr. McFee. 
"They plug away and they hike. It is neat to see who suc- 
ceeds, who needs help, and who helps others." 

The program at base camp is designed around 
numerous science and history mini-units including navi- 
gation, emergency survival techniques and strategies, and 
first aid procedures. 

During the excursion portion of the program, 
students stop at various sites and explore colonial homes, 
Puritan cemeteries, geological formations, and swamps. 
They gather food, observe nature and live in temporary 
shelters. Students learn how to survive with very little 
food during the few days of strenuous hiking, but may 
consume as much water as they need. After three days the 
groups switch. 

At the end of the week, both groups join up for 
combined activities including a seven-mile hike, a DARE 
assembly, a group cookout, and a talent show. Mr. McFee 
said the Survival program is designed to help children 
develop emotional independence, cope with diversity, 
and work for the greater good of the group. 

"Most of the kids say they are surprised that they 
could meet the various challenges of the unknown," Mr. 
McFee said. "A lot of it has to do with the mystery of what 
happens next ... it is somewhat like a psychological chal- 
lenge as well as a physical challenge. When the kids have 
a problem, we don't have a chaperone help them out. We 
encourage another kid to volunteer to help — that is the

heart of the program. It is a gigantic high stakes obstacle 
course." 

The ORR students are chaperoned by 40 adults, 
many of whom are Survival graduates themselves. Ad- 
ditionally, students from ORR Junior High School, ORR 
High School, and the community participate to make this 
ORR tradition a success. 

Students who participate must be in good stand- 
ing in terms of both academics and behavior. Preparation 
for the event demands that both students and family 
members attend orientation meetings. Students are also 
required to prepare themselves physically for the event by 
committing to a training program that begins five weeks 
prior to the start of camp. 

"Survival helps both the kids and chaperones 
move forward with their own personal growth," said Mr. 
McFee. "It is about going the entire distance. The program 
is equally good for the chaperones as it is for the students. 
It makes the school a better place."

Hurricane Preparedness 
Backup Plan for Mattapoisett Neighborhood

The recent rainstorms and river floods brought 
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an unwelcome reminder of last fall's southern hurri- 
canes and raised the question of whether or not we are 
ready for the start of the upcoming hurricane season. 
Angelica Point, Point Connett and Crescent Beach were 
hit hard in Hurricane Bob of 1991 (29 out of 33 houses 
were destroyed out on Angelica Point) and even harder 
in the Hurricane of 1938, as revealed in Carroll Merchant 
Chase's book Hurricane of September 21, 1938: The Town of 
Mattapoisett, Crescent Beach and Angelica Point. Newspaper 
reports noted that out of 170 cottages, only 13 were left. 
Refrigerators and other reminders of Hurricane Bob can 
still be found in the woods along Angelica Road. 

Old Slough Road in Mattapoisett is designated 
as an alternate means of escape for residents of Point 
Connett in a major storm in the event Angelica Avenue 
is closed by flooding. It connects Angelica Avenue near 
Point Connett and Bowman Road off Aucoot Road. Re- 
cent hiking and biking trips up and down the road have 
shown that this road is in no condition to be used as an 
emergency exit. Most of the road is impassible because of 
downed trees. More important, however, is a major block- 
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age near the connection with Bowman Road because of a 
fence built across the road. 

A call was made to the Mattapoisett Police De- 
partment and Officer Mitch Suzan took the report and 
promised to notify the Highway Department on the fol- 
lowing day. Police Chief Mary Lyons was also called and 
reported that Point Connett and Angelica Point had been 
completely cut off by flooding in Hurricane Bob and that 
water rescue had been necessary for residents of the area 
because no roads were open after the storm. She thought 
that newly-elected Highway Surveyor Barry Denham 
had brought up the project repeatedly over the years and 
would probably put it on his list of projects to accomplish. 

Fire Chief Ronald Scott said that the road was 
cleared many years back and that gravel was going to be 
down as part of the project, but said that problems with 
one of the abutting owners had stopped the project from 
being completed. He indicated that he would like to see 
the road cleared again. He said that he didn't foresee the 
road being made passable to regular traffic but stated that 
it should be made available for emergency use. 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham concurred that 
he had long been in favor of clearing the road and men- 
tioned that a proposal to clear the road had been brought 
before the Town Meeting four or five years ago and had 
been voted down. At that time, the proposed work to 
clear the road, lay gravel and install gates at either end 

— to preclude usage other than for emergency purposes 

— was estimated at $10,000.

In the wake of the lessons from Hurricane Ka- 
trina, it may be appropriate to revisit the issue. Old 
Slough Road is located on land which is predicted to 
remain above storm surges from Category 3 storms and 
would only be partly inundated in a Category 4. 

Unfortunately, both Point Connett and Angelica 
Point would be completely inundated in either case. How- 
ever, lesser storms (Category Is and 2s) would be the type 
people would be most likely try and ride out (evacuation 
orders are not always heeded) and having an emergency 
access road could be of great service. The historic loca- 
tion of this road on relatively high ground makes sense. 
It is hoped that a road clearing project can be undertaken 
before the next storm takes a turn for Mattapoisett. 
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chief Lyons stated there are no other situations 
in the town similar to Old Slough Road needing work. 
Residents who become aware of roads that need clearing 
or other emergency preparedness work that should be un- 
dertaken should bring them to the attention of the Police 
Chief, Fire Chief and/ or Highway Surveyor. A brief town 
hurricane plan is currently available online at www.mat- 
tapoisett.net/hurricane/hurricaneprol.htm on the town 
website indicating hurricane procedures for residents to 
follow and traffic patterns for evacuation.

Seat Belt Safety Runs in Rochester 

Recently members of the Old Colony Vocational 
Technical High School Honor Society participated in a 
safety belt incentive distribution campaign at Plumb 
Corner Mall in Rochester. The students were assisting the 
Rochester Police Department in the Governor's Highway 
Safety Bureau's "Click or Ticket" Campaign. 

For three days as vehicles were leaving the 
parking lot, students presented all occupants who were 
properly belted with a "buckle up" key chain and a raffle 
ticket. At the end of each day the students drew three of 
the tickets with each lucky winner receiving a $10 gift 
certificate to either Towne Pizza, Lloyd's Market, Center 
Bakery, Movies and More or R.F. Morse and Son. 

The Incentive Distribution Campaign is just one 
of three campaigns in which the Honor Society Students 
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are activity promoting safety belt usage. In addition to the 
Incentive Campaign, students have been involved in the 
"Thank You Ticket" Campaign in which vehicle occupants 
who are properly belted receive a Safety Belt Awareness 
"ticket" good for $1 off any purchase at Country Whip Ice 
Cream in Acushnet.

Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and fre- 
quently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how 
can 1 get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may he exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior. Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 
require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause 
for Paws in Mattapoisett and Champs Shelter in Wareham as well as the 
Animal Rescue Leauge in New Bedford have many kittens available for 
adoption at this time of year.

Election Results 

Marion Voters Oust Pierce, Elect Blanchette

Visibly shaken incumbent David K. Pierce audi- 
bly exhaled when Town Clerk Debra Blanchette read the 
results in the town's only contested race on the Tuesday, 
May 30 Annual Town Election ballot. 

After serving four years as Selectman — one year 
to fill a vacant seat and a subsequent three-year term of 
office — Mr. Pierce was handily defeated by candidate 
Roger F. Blanchette, 579 to 666, respectively. 

"I wish Roger the very best, the town has spoken 
and we go forward from there," Mr. Pierce said immedi- 
ately after learning his fate. "It's been a wonderful four 
years and I've enjoyed my time tremendously ... and 1 
wish the town well as it goes forward." 

When asked if he planned to return to public of- 
fice in the future, Mr. Pierce noted: "1 certainly hope so." 

"I feel really good," Mr. Blanchette said of his win 
after a long day of campaigning outside the Marion Music 
Hall. He heartily shook hands with supporters and smiled 
broadly as they filed out of the town's lone polling place. 

"I'm obviously pleased with the outcome and I 
look forward to getting going on the job," he added. 

And it seemed like the third time was the charm 
— albeit just barely — as voters finally agreed to fund the 
$3.4 million needed to design, construct and equip a new 
Police Station on land donated to the town from Tabor

Academy. The Question 1 Proposition 2-1 /2 override nar- 
rowly squeaked by with just 3 votes — 624 in favor to 621 
against. 

Voters also agreed to assess an additional $125,000 
in taxes to close and cap the Benson Brook Landlill under 
Question 2, with 726 voters in favor to 496 against. 

In other uncontested races on the ballot, Ray E. 
Pickles won a three-year seat on the Board of Assessors 
having garnered 960 votes; Town Moderator David B. 
Titus was re-elected to a one year term with 1,021 votes; 
Dr. Samuel W. McFadden retained his seat on the Board 
of Health for another three years with 1,059 votes; Peter 
F. Winters will return for another three-year stint on the 
Planning Board with 872 votes; both Joseph A. Berry (887 
votes) and John J. Russell (906 votes) were elected to fill 
two three-year slots on the Marion School Committee; 
and Sue Maxwell Lewis earned a three-year term on the 
Open Space Acquisition Commission, having received 990 
votes. 

In the unofficial results at press time. Town Clerk 
Debra Blanchette noted that some 1,281 voters ventured to 
the polls on Tuesday, May 30, or an estimated 36 percent 
of the town's 3,596 registered voters.

To the Editor: 

I am sincerely happy to report that we have caught the 
Marion town administration in a truth. 

The Selectmen's yellow handout at the Annual Town 
Meeting was largely factually correct about (sewer) betterment 
loan rates as contained in Chapter 80/ Section 13 of the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws. Using some abstruse language, the legis- 
lature has decreed that a town can employ one of three options 
in setting the loan rate for a betterment, viz.: (1) a flat 5 percent; 
(2) a rate 2 percent above the state's SRF (revolving fund) rate; 
or (3) by special legislation, a rate other than options (1) and (2) 
relative to the SRF rate. 

I do not recall ever having heard from our administra- 
tion about the three rate options during the sewer information

hearings process. Perhaps it was thought that such discussion 
might confuse the public, especially those prospectively to be as- 
sessed a betterment, or worse, might have convinced the voters 
in the three needs areas to disapprove sewer expansion, a pro- 
spective deal-buster. Having observed firsthand how manipula- 
tive this administration has been about public comment and 
comments /questions from town board members at Selectmen's 
meetings, those are distinct possibilities. 

On night two of the Annual Town Meeting, one yoxmg 
gentleman made a cogent comment about the disparity in 
funding treatment between the "village water loop" upgrade for 
town water service and that for the sewer extension. The loop is 
being treated as a system-wide enhancement entitled to town- 
wide capital funding, appropriately I believe. But so also are 
some aspects of the sewering of (skewering? of the property owners 
adjoining) the three "needs" areas. 

Without the latter 's help in financing the treatment 
plant expansion, through water usage — based sewer charges 
(approximately 500 new sewered properties are being added 
to the existing properties on town sewer), it is questionable 
whether there would have been adequate financing for the 
needed plant upgrade. Therefore, the argument could be made 
that some portion of the sewer area expansion should have been 
town-funded as is the village water loop. Under these circum- 
stances, it behooves the town fathers and the town's capital 
projects architects to get behind the drive by the new "sewerees" 
in their efforts to secure fair treatment on betterment loan rates. 

Look for more later about how we got to the point of 
the burdensome and prospectively unfair language of Article 13 
on the Annual Town Meeting warrant regarding sewer better- 
ment rates ... including the protestations by Selectman David

There were 68 Relay events in Massachusetts in 
fiscal year 2003-2004 raising $9.2 million. In fiscal year 
2002-2003, 17 events were held in the southeast Massa- 
chusetts's area raising more than $2.9 million with close to 
15,000 participants honoring more than 2,100 local cancer 
survivors. Additional events were also held throughout 
the state. In fiscal year 2004-2005 close to 80 Relay For Life 
events in Massachusetts are expected to raise $10 million 
to benefit the Society's programs of research, education, 
advocacy, and patient services. 

ORR Survival Program 

Once again, many of the Old Rochester Regional 
Junior High School seventh graders are preparing for the 
annual Survival Experience, which is the culmination of 
their seventh grade curriculum. This year, the trip will 
begin on Simday, June 4 and continue through Saturday, 
June 10. The trip is a very challenging outdoor education/ 
outward bound experience that takes place for six days 
in Northfield, MA. Horace and Karen Field, from Matta- 
poisett, allow ORR to use their scenic land as a base camp 
for the program. The area can accommodate up to 110 
seventh graders who are supervised by 40 or so chaper- 
ones. This represents about 6,000 volunteer hours of work, 
every year, by the chaperones to organize, train and carry 
out the expedition. 

This will be the 34th annual happening of this 
well-known experience. It is estimated that over those 34 
previous years and including those who plan to partici- 
pate this year there will have been approximately 3,500 
"Survivors" who have completed the week-long outdoor 
experience. Many have returned through their high school 
and college years as chaperones. It has truly become a 
community -supported program within the tri-town area. 

In continuing that support, as you begin your 
spring cleaning and come upon a long unused backpack

the Survival Advisory Board would greatly appreciate 
donations of any kind.

^^^^^^ Six years ago, I had hopes that the X-Men 

^^^^Hh series would become the most relevant and 
^1^^ .^^^^^H. emotionally centered of the comic-book-movie 
^P^^B franchises. GuidedbythethoughtfulBryanSinger, 
the first two X-fihns, despite some inevitable 
summer-flick stumbles, were first-rate of their 
kind. Singer has since departed the world of mutants to kick-start another 
comic-book concern — Superman Returns — leaving the reins in the 
hands of the transparent Brett Ratner, who can copy the style of his bet- 
ters but has nothing in particular on his mind or in his heart. X-Men: The 
Last Stand, duly hyped as the final panel in the saga, resolves Uttle and 
satisfies neither fans nor newcomers. Mainly it's because the movie has a 
fatal case of overpopulation: There are simply too many mutants, with too 
many distinct powers, to allow any one fantastic hero or villain to shine. 

Suicidally, X3 attempts to take on two premises that could each fill its 
own lengthy movie. Premise #1: The government has concocted a "cure" 
for mutants; some are eager to submit — better Uving through chemistry 

— whUe others, such as the militant mutant Magneto (Ian McKeUen), 
see it as an insult bordering on genocidal. Premise #2: Jean Grey (Famke 
Janssen), the X-person who died heroically in X2, has returned from her 
watery grave as a wildly powerful telepath with near-Umitless destructive 
abilities. This second premise, in the comic books, was the basis for a multi- 
story arc that took many issues to spin properly. On top of all this, scripters 
Simon Kinberg and Zak Penn treat the film like a mutant two-for-one sale, 
introducing at least a dozen, all of whom fight in vain for screen time. 

The idea of the government trying out a (voluntary) "cure" for genetic 
deviance is an occasion for more debate and cogitation than the movie 
has room or space to offer. What was once a slyly subversive gay subtext 

— mutantphobia equalled homophobia — now becomes a rather plastic 
conflict that, in any event, never goes much of anywhere. It leads to a 
spectacularly nonsensical moment when Magneto uses his metal-control- 
Img powers to uproot and move the Golden Gate Bridge over to Alcatraz 
Island so an army of mutants can march there (can't he just pack a few 




planes fuU of mutants and levitate the planes over there?). X3 never settles 
for logic where special effects will suffice. 

There are charming moments of subtlety, as when the younger Mag- 
neto and his former friend Professor Xavier (Patrick Stewart) visit the 
young Jean Grey at her home and she idly levitates all the cars parked on 
the street outside; this is glimpsed out of the window in the background, 
and it's about the only time the spectacle takes that literal back seat to the 
characters. Even the fan favorite and putative star mutant Wolverine (Hugh 
Jackman) is reduced to pining for Jean and being the gruff big brother to 
the conflicted Rogue (Anna Paquin). Ratner has corralled an excellent cast 
(Anthony Heald, Bill Duke, OUvia WiUiams, Michael Murphy, Shohreh 
Aghdashloo), all of whom do Uttle or nothing. Newly introduced mutants 
Angel (Ben Foster), Beast (a blue-painted Kelsey Grammer), Juggernaut 
(Vinnie Jones), and many others get mere scraps. The shape-shifting Mys- 
tique (Rebecca Romijn), perhaps the most interesting of the "evil" mutants, 
is callously brushed aside after a fun scene wherein she gets to show off 
some of her powers. 

Yes, there's something here to disappoint everyone, except perhaps 
those who don't expect something of the same quality as the previous 
X-fihns or, God forbid, the original comics. Casual viewers may let the 
whole insensate mess wash over them, though even on the level of dumb 
concussive summer entertainment it's far too busy and hectic to sustain 
much excitement. Major characters die weightlessly (or do they?), and 
others lose their powers (or do they?), giving the impression that there 
will probably be more X-movies. At this point, though, the only reason to 
make more would be to claim a summer slot that isn't dominated by Bat- 
man, Spider-Man, or Superman. This series once had a point, and a point 
of view. Now it just has stockholders.

Planting Fruits, Vegetables and Hope: Groundbreaking 
Ceremony 

for Wareham Edible Schoolyard Project 

Edible Schoolyard Project 

The Boys and Girls Club of Wareham in collabo- 
ration with the Wareham Middle School CARE program 
recently held a groundbreaking ceremony for a new Ed- 
ible Schoolyard project on the grounds of the Wareham 
Middle School. The "Edible Schoolyard" is the nationally 
acclaimed 'seed to table' program pioneered by renowned 
chef Alice Waters.
